T H E LESSONS. 
The primary election

O ne cannot appreciate until Cubs is

A thousand 
n ew questions have arisen and m ust he 
prom ptly decided as righteously and as 
w ise ly as possible 
There are old laws 
t o be revoked and new ones to be de 
creed. There are traditions and customs 
to be respected and others to he swept

w ith A m erican sentim ent and civilize 
tio n 
T he task of adjusting the people 
to new conditions is a delicate one. hut

reasonable sum the annual tax upon 
property has lightened the load to a 
great degree, and there will be still 
further abolitions as the governm ental 
Yiiachinery is simplified aud economized 
T h e establishm ent of a supreme court 
for Cuba is another 
boon 
Hitherto 
i;iiere w as no supreme tribunal except 
en Madrid, and the settlem ent of cases

w ith all possible promptness 
These are but a few instances of the 
great benefits which American govern 
m en t means for the island 
Others can 
be cited. 
It formerly cost 8tt cents a 
word to cable from Havana to Santiago. 
T b s U nited States signal service has 
'just completed an overland line between 
the tw o cities, of which over 200 m iles 
w a s absolutely built anew in less than 
90 days, aud now messages can be sent 
at the rate of 20 words for IO cents 
T he m erchants of the city are experi­ 
en cin g a uew sensation in the prompt 
transaction of their business in the ens* 
txfXA house by system atic and energetic 
• ’larks 
Their gratitude is expressed in 
i proposition which has been made to

stories of its filth have been greatly e x ­ 
aggerate*! 
N ew York harbor today is 
no less dirty than Havana harbor 
G en ­ 
eral Ludlow told me, as w e trave led 
ove r the w ater of the bay, that the g en ­ 
eral belief of a great depth of filth upon 
the harbor’s bottom is not founded on 
fact, th*- falsity being proved by actual 
exam ination 
He pointed to the w ater 
w hich w as churned up by the propeller 
of the launch 
It w as not as clear as 
midocean, of course, but it was free. so 
far as appe arances went, from filth. 
It 
is even transparent to a degree, for I 
saw on more than one occasion fish 
sw im m in g a foot or more below the 
surface. 
Til*1 stories that fish w ill not 
live in Havana harbor is disproved by 
my own observation. 
Som e of these days, when a great and 
com prehensive system of sew ers is de­ 
vised and constructed in Havana, th** 
contents of the sewers m ust largely flow 
into the harbor 
Even then no set ions 
conditions w ill exist 
There is only a 
difference of about 14 inches in the rise 
and fall of the tide, lint even this is 
sufficient to create a current through 
the 
narrow 
entrance 
of 
sufficient 
strength to sw in g the largest ships at 
their* moorings. 
Besides this, as G en ­ 
eral Ludlow pointed out, the salt of tho 
sea is a great disinfectant. 
The sew er­ 
age system , bv the way. is the greatest 
problem yet to be solved for Havana. 
T he engineer officers are now working 
upon it. another instance of the devo­ 
tion of Am erican tim e and money to 
the benefit of Cuba. 
* “ How long before the sewer system 
can be put into operation?" I asked 
Colonel Black, who will be remembered 
as once the engineer commissioner in 
Washington, and now General Lud­ 
low’s able assistant “ The work will re­ 
quire two years, " was his reply. “ Some 
estimates name a briefer 
time, but 
what is done ought to be done well 
Temporary expedients will be worse 
than useless. When we build, we must 
build for all time, with nothing to 
undo " 
“ Are any great difficulties present­ 
ed?’ 
“ None as to grades, because the 
city is not on level ground. 
Our great 
est trouble will be because of the nar 
row streets 
It will be necessary to dig 
up one square and then go to the next 
parallel street, because even the digging 
of a narrow trench means the stoppag* 
of all traffic. 
There will be difficulties 
of course, but none that cannot h e h u t 
mounted 
H aving thus endeavored to show ii 
some degree w hat the Unit.*! States i 
doing for Havana, it should 
*• ar lei 
that the sam e efforts at impr* v -men’ 
are being made all over the island O' 
Cuba 
General W ood's work at Santi 
ago is well known, but all the otic i 
army com m anders are laboring wit I 
equal zeal 
The question w ill naturally 
tie asked, to whose good w ill all tin ­ 
work inure' 
The answ er is that both 
Cuba and the U nited States w ill b« 
equally benefited 
The clim ate of Ha 
vana is naturally healthy and delight 
fill. and the whole of Cuba is habitable 
for A m ericans, even in the rainy sea 
son, if proper sanitary precautI ins are 
observed 
The work of regeneration 
will take years, perhaps, to com plete 
D uring that tim e the flag of the I uitcd
